The director of the Coht- 
muntty Fund seems to be satisfied, 
after a superficial and one sided look 
in, that Oralism is what Dr. Gold- 
stein says it Is, but the deaf know 
better and will not let up iu educat- 
ing the public.

Fund" has been raised under the 
auspices of St Louis Division, N. F. 
S. 1) , for the purpose of a sort of 
Community observance of the holi- 
day season ami uianifestion of 
the Christinas Spirit. This year's 
observance was held in the hall of 
the Gallaudet Club on the afternoon 
and evening of December 23d.

We are sorry to report a serious 
accident to Howard C. Kepuer, of 
Bellwood, about seven miles east of 
Aitoona, where he runs a shoe re- 
pairing shop, the onl^ one iu the 
place. It appears that on Deem 
ber 27th last, Mr. Kepner, finding 
his leather supplies low, decided to 
go to Aitoona to replenish his stock. 
He boarded a trolley car aud took 
the seat nearest to the motoi man. 
Presently the conductor came and 
engaged the motermau in couversa 
tion. Having passed the borough 
limits, the car was said to be run- 
ning at full speed when a heavy 
truck loaded with about six tons of 
sand started lo cross the track 
ahead. It was impossible then to 
avert a oiash and the trolley oar 
struck the truck with such force as to 
turn it completely round and about 
thirty feet clear off the rails. The 
motormau was instantly killed and 
most if not all the passeugeis were 
injnred. He suffered a fracture of 
the left knee cap, compound frac- 
tures of the right leg between the 
knee and hip, commuted fracture of 
left scapula (collar bone), aud 
laceration above the right eye re- 
quiting two sutures At the Aitoona 
Hospital where all the injured pas- 
sengers were taken, Kepuer's condi- 
tion was stated to be fair. The 
conductor also suffered a broken 
leg, and the oar was badly dam- 
aged. 

Mr. Kepner is aged 38, a gra 
duate of the Mt. Airy School, and is 
Fire Patrol Chief of Bellwood. His 
repairing shop is necessaiily closed 
now, all his unfinished work having 
been transferred to a similar shop 
iu Tyrone to finish. Some deaf 
friends visited him in the hospital, 
but he was unable to talk, owing 
to his sufferings.

The recent announcement that the 
Executive Board of the Alumni As- 
sociation of Gallaudet College bad 
called a meeting of the Association 
to be held at Washington next June 
was a surprising bit of news. Sur- 
prising for the fact that the Associa- 
tion had a regular meeting at At- 
lanta last Angust and left no un- 
finished business calling for another 
meeting ten months hence; surpris- 
ing for the fact that there is no out- 
standing reason for a meeting of the 
Associaaion at Washington, or else- 
where, next summer; and surprising 
for the fact that no effort was made 
to ascertain the sentiment of mem- 
bers generally concerning the hold- 
ing of a convention at that time and 
place. 

When the Alumni Association of 
Gallaudet College does meet it should 
be the major attraction of the year 
or so timed and located as to be able 
to share to the full certain advan- 
tages favorable to a large attendance 
in connection with some other at- 
traction. In the past it has met in 
connection with convention* of the 
National Association of the Deaf, of 
Instructors of the Deaf, of World's 
Congresses of the Deaf held in this 
country, or it has met approximately 
near as to enable members to take in 
other conventions. Such has been 
the custom based on rational ex- 
pediency. Such a custom will be 
violated should the Association meet 
in Washington next June in view of 
the fact that the outstanding attrac- 
tion of the year will be the conven- 
tion of the National Fraternal Society 
to be held in St. Paul early in July. 
If history repeats itself, as is likely, 
there willl be a large number of 
Gallaudet graduates among the 
officers, delegates, alternates, and 
visitors at St. Paul only a few of 
whom, — they from near or east of 
Washington, — could conveniently 
attend both gatherings 

The day when a convention of the 
National Fraternal Society of the 
Deaf was of interest to members only 
has passed. True the business ses- 
sions arejbehindjclosed doors, but the 
social attractions have multiplied aud 
are open to non-members of both 
sexes. Visitors are not only welcome 
but are urged to attend. And the so- 
cial attractions at St. Paul will be 
further enhanced by the fact that 
Minnesota is a summer resort, hav- 
ing tourist rates for an extended 
period. Not so Washington in June. 
A meeting of the College Associa- 
tion at Washington next Jnne will 
probably not make the least differ- 
ence to the Fraternal Convention at 
St. Paul, soon to follow, but the 
Fraternal Convention is likely to de- 
tract from the Washington meeting.

GALLAUDET COLLEGE ALUMNI 
ASSOCIATION RE-UNION 



Dbab Editor Hodgson; — In the 
January 10th issue of the Journal 
Dr. Cloud expresses himself as very 
much surprised that the Board of 
Directors has seen fit to unanimous- 
ly accept the invitation of the au- 
thorities of the College to hold a re- 
union in Washington the coming 
June. Really I am surprised at 
such an exhibition of lack of loyality 
to one's Alma Mater. I am more- 
over exceedingly surprised that he 
wishes the Association to be con- 
tinuously playing second fiddle to 
some other organization. I am 
surprised that he cannot differenti- 
ate between an ordinary meeting 
and a re union. One of the objects 
of the Assocation is to perpetuate the 
friendships formed in college life 



and to promote social and fraternal • 
relations amoug graduates of dif- ! 
ferent college generations. " The 
attainment of such an object re- 
quires that the Association meet in 
Washington at frequent intervals. 
The last reunion was held fully a de- 
cade ago, aud in face of the several 
invitations extended by the college 
authorities recently, it is the part 
of wisdom to meet in 1924 to cele- 
brate the 60th anniversary of the 
founding of the college. 

Dr. Cloud is entirely wrong when 
he states that no effort was madt to 
ascertain the sentiment of the mem- 
bers in regard to' the holding of a 
meeting next snmmer. The ques- 
tion on every hand at Altanta was 
"When will the next re-union be 
held ?" And since the announce- 
ment was made I have received as- 
surance from members in different 
sectious of the country that they will 
attend. I must confess, though, 
that I failed to ask Dr Cloud what 
his opinion was. 

In further clarifying the situation 
it may be helpful to state that 1925 
would not be a good time for such a 
re- union ou account of the Teacher's 
Meeting in Council Bluffs Such 
meetings are usually held immedia- 
tely after the close of the schools 
and at such a time as would be 
convenient for the College to have us 
in Washington. Certainly we would 
not find much satisfaction in being 
here, with the President aud a large 
number of the Professorsin a dis- 
tant part of the country. 

It has been argued that the N. A. 
D. may hold its next meeting in the 
East in 1926, and that re-uniou 
should be held at that time. But it 
should be remembered that this As- 
sociation usually convenes late in 
the summer at a time when it would 
not be desirable to have us at the 
College owing lo the fact that most 
of the employees are away on their 
vacations, and to the fact that re- 
pairs are in progress. And what is 
still more important the members of 
the Faculty are all away at such a 
time of the year.

The Mysterious Kagle. 

On the broad lop of a stony, rain 
gullied hill in middle Georgia there 
lies a very lurge eagle, OOnoesoiDJ 
which Conflicting stories are (old. 

The one point that seems to be 
certain is that the Indians left the 
eagle as a legacy to the State A 
hundred yearn from now it will 
probably he found lying ou its back, 
with outspread wings and tail even 
as it lies to-day. For it is made 
of quartz rooks so cunningly placed 
that It would requite a pick ill a 
strong man's bands lo displace any 
one of them. The rocks laps and 
overlap in such a manner as to re- 
present feathers. No cement holds 
them in position, and tho stones 
vary in size, weighing from a half 
pound lo three or four pounds. The 
Image rests on a very Aim founds 
tloo, for the stonework extemls 
several feel Into the giouud 

Once, perhaps twice, treasure 
seeking vandals dug Into the brea-i 
of the eagle; but tho work must 
have proved too laborious, for the 
rliggets gave up before they had 
reached the bottom layer of over 
lapping stones. 

Hough but fairly accuiale 
measurements of the bird show the 
length of the eagle from the middle 
ol the tail lo the bead lo be one 
hundred and two feet, and finm tip 
to lip of outspread wings, one hun- 
dred anil twenty feet. The length 
of the beak is ten feel, ami the 
height of tho body at tho centre of 
lh« breast is ten foot. Tho eagle 
lies wild |(| head to Ihe west 

Tradition does not give slid satis 
faotory explanation of the age of 
the meaning of the great •tOOf 
mound. It may have had religious 
significance to the rod men who 
buil! it, and it may be the burial 
place of some great chief. Il is 0110 
of the mosi mytteHoOB and most in- 
teresting of prehistoric monuments 
in the United Stales.

DEATH OP DR. DOBYNS 

WAS FOR THIRTY THRKE TEARS SU- 
PERINTENDENT OF MISSISSIPPI 
INSTITUTION FOB DEAF AND DUMB 
— A LEADER IN EDUCATIONAL 
AND RELIGIOUS WORK.

The funeral of the lale Dr. J. R. 
Dotty ns, for thirty three years su- 
perintendent of the Mississippi In- 
stil ut ion for ihe Deaf hiuI Dumb, 
lakes place at four o'clock this 
afternoon in ihe First Presbyterian 
Church at Little Rock. 
Dr J B lluiton pastor of the First 

Presbyieii.n (.'hutch of :his city, 
one ol ihe most intimate fiiends of 
the dead educator, will conduct Ihe 
obc-ques, assisted by Ihe pastor of 
the Fust Piesbyterian Church of 
Little Rock, of which congregation 
Dr. Doiiyos was a ruling elder 

The pissing away of Ibis Splendid 
Christian <<ont lemaii, while not 
wholly unexpected, came us a pro 
found shock to hundreds of Jack- 
son friends. Dr. Dobyns had been 
in fell iBf heallh for Hie past two 
>.'His, Ills h"art having been great- 
ly weaken d by an attack of influ 
en/,*, but il was not until last sum 
iner that his ooadilioD Was such as 
to cause anxiety Always a man 
of prodigious energy, he kept, stead- 
ily at his work as superintendent 
of the Arkansas Institution for the 
Deaf until mid-~umuiei , when the 
family physician ordered him 10 
Canada, where be spent, several 
weeks Dr. Dobyns returned home 
apparently much improved in 
health, but during the mouth ol' 
November be suffered a relapse 
and since that time had been al- 
most continuously coullueo to his 
room. 

In educational and leliuious cir- 
cles thioughout the South Dr. 
Dobyns had been a reoognlsnd lead- 
er for more than h quaiier of a cen- 
tury. Il was due to his vision sud 
foresight that Mississippi built hii 
institution for Ihe education of the 
deaf and dumo that compares favor- 
ably with any school in the Un- 
ion, and he remained in Charge of 
that institution until intolerable 
political conditions prompted him 
|0 resign, lie whs chosen as Presi 
dent of the Southwestern Presby- 
terian University, at Clarksville, 
Tonn., but served in that offioeonly 
a short lime ile 1 hen set veil about 
three years as presiilenl of the Col- 
lege at Abit giion, Va , bill the urge 
to return to that I or 09 ol education- 
al work to Which the best yes is of 
his life had been consecrated was 
sosiiotig that when Ihe Govern 
or of Arkansas tendered bun the 
office of superintendent f the In 
slittiiioii foi Ihe Doaf in thill BlBtf. 
lie accepted and took up his resi- 
dence ii) Li 1 He Rock Under his 
splendid guidance the Arkansas 
School WB8 quickly biought to the 
front, and now holds rank among 
ihe best in the United States. 

In religious work Dr Dobyns 
was a loader who wielded wonder 
ful power ami inrtence Ile was a 

veritable tower of strength in the 

Piesh\ teriau Church a man whose 
counsel was always sought in for- 
ward movements snd who was re- 
lied upon to dO more than his full 
share in the promotion of God's 
kingdom 

During his period of resilience in 
Jackson Dr Dobyns was a close 
friend and contempotary of the late 
Hon, C. Alexander and intimate- 
ly allied with in many of the works 
promoted by that great eboiohaan 
Sod Christian loader, including the 
prohibition movement and building 
or Ihe Y. M. C A. organisation In 
city and State. In Arkansas be 
quickly look rank of eqital pro- 
minence in religious work aud last 
sumniet whs in charge of tho State- 
wide drive of t he Synod of Arkansas 
lo raise $250,000 for Christian 
education. 

Dr. Dobyns was a native of Col- 
umbia, Mo , born on Match 81, 
1880, a son of Benjamin Franklin 
and Margaret Morrow Dobyns. He 
was educated in schools of Missouri 
and attended Westminister College, 
taking his A.B. degree therefrom 
in 1874 later took degtees of A.M. 
and L L.D., the latter in 1904. 

His greatest success iii an educa- 
tional way was In tho teaching of 
deaf mules, beginning this work at 
Fulton, Mo., and afterwards iu the 
Texas Institution for the Deaf. From 
March 1, 1881 to August 31, 1914 
Dr, Dobyns was superintendent of 
lbs Mississippi Institution for the 
Deaf at Jackson, 11 period of nearly 
88 years. 

Ho was el.cteel an president, of 
Southwestern Presbytcaian Univer- 
sity Clasksville, Tonn , resigning 
his post, with the Mississippi Deaf 
and Dumb School, served the S. P. 
U. from 1914 lo late 1918, when he 
tolired lo accept I ho presidency of 
Slonowsll Jackson College st 
Abingdon, Va , January 1, 1917 to 

September l«, 1919. 

lie loniiiied to ihe work of deaf 
Htul dumb Instnifltfon, talking up 
work at Little Hock, Sept. 18, In 
Arkansas Deaf Mutes Institute, 
wheto he remained up lo tho time of 
bis death. 

Dr Dobyns was In his 73d year 
and Is survived by his widow and 
three sous, Webster and Robert 
Doybns, of Little Rook, and Rich- 
mond Dobyns, of this city. Ile Is 
also survived by a brother, Dr. 
Dobyns, pastor of the South High 
land. I'lesbyletian Church at Bir- 
mingham — Jackson (Aftss.) Aatuna.
